ab - PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To enhance the convenience when acoustic signal output 

sources are carried at the same time. SOLUTION: This invention provides the relay switch 
device 1 that is provided with primary terminals 3a, 4a that are electrically connected to 
acoustic signal output sources 10, 1 1 outputting acoustic signals resulting from 
transducing sound into electric signals, a secondary terminals electrically connectable to 
an acoustic signal input section 12a of an electroacoustic transduction device 12 that 
transduces the acoustic signal into sound, and a changeover switch6 that selectively 
switches electric circuits interconnecting the primary terminals 3a, 4a and the secondary 
terminal 5 in a way that either of the primary terminal is connected to the secondary 
terminal.

ab - JP2001 298785 NOVELTY - The acoustic signal from the mobile telephone (10} and head 
phone stereo (11) are supplied through the respective plugs (3a ? 4a). The head phone jack 

(5) is connected to the plug (12a) of head phone (12) with microphone. A selector switch 

(6) is used to switch either the circuit that connects mobile telephone with head phone or 
the circuit that connects head phone stereo and head phone.
